FCD Warns 
Of Water 
Shortage 


With the driest two months 
of the year ahead of us, and 
surface water dangerously low 
їп some areas of.the Central 
and Southern . Florida Food 
Control District, a warning was 
issued Monday by Robert W. 
Padrick Chairman of the FCD, 
urging all possible efforts -. 
save fresh water. 

During the past month, con- 
tinuing dry weather, with lite 
Пе or no rainfall over the 18- 
county District, is accelerating 
the decline in water levels, зай 
Padrick. 

He pointed out that the le- 
vel of Lake Okeechobee — the 
chief reservoir of the District— 
declined from 13.09 feet (s- 
bove mean sea level) on March 
12 to 12.56 feet оп April 4th. 

Even if rainfall is normal 
between now and June,: Pad- 
rick predicted that the Jake 
level will drop to 10% feet 
— or three feet below its mini- 
mum desired stage. 

One year ago at this time the 
big lake was only 6/10 of a 
foot below schedule, but a ser- 
ious drought developed later in 
the spring. 

Farmers are urged to use 
absolute minimum amounts of 
water where they feel it is es- 
sential to flood fields for ne- 
matode control, Homeowners 
should exercise great care in 
use of water for lawns. “All 
drainage districts are urged to 
cooperate and ask their land- 
owners to use water sparingly. 

In the Upper St. Johns Ri- 
ver Basin, where water control 
works are now under construc- 
tion but not yet operational, 
the forecast can be termed 
“critical,” Padrick said. “Last 
year was not a good one for 
that region,” he stated. “But 
this year levels near Melbour-* 
ne are a full foot below the 
stage one year ago. Even now 
District canals іп St. - Lucie 
County are at the point where 
irrigation supplies are getting 
difficults to obtain.” The cur- 
rently dangerous — situation 
Points up the real need for a 
new $70 million water resour- 
ces project, proposed by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, Pad- 
rick said.

Flood Control Project. Spoil 
banks on the south side of the 
canal will be shaved down to 
an average height of about 25 
feet above natural ground ele- 
vation. Bahia and Bermuda 

ill be planted on the 
front (river) side. of the slopes 
and Hairy Indigo grass will be 
planted on the top and back 
sides of the spoil banks. In ad- 
dition, some 800 trees will be 
planted along the river banks. 
Several varieties of trees, in- 
cluding Jerusalem Thorn, pine 
cedar and kumquat, will be 
planted along the river slopes. 
Cost of the work is estimated 
at $400,000, and the contrac- 
tor will be allowed 365 cal- 
endar days to complete the job.

Though Communism has 
been a ruthless force of con. 
quest in the world for more 
than 50 years, many people in 
free world countries still have 
not recognized its true nature 
ог come to understand how to 
deal with .it. This observation 
has special application to the 
events in Vietnam in the last 
couple of months. 

In this period, the Viet Cong 
smashed into the cities of 
South Vietnam — even at- 
tacking the U. S. embassy in 
Saigon — and North Vietnam- 
ese units engaged in conven- 
tional war operations supported 
by Soviet-built tanks. The toll 
of American casulaties rose 
shockingly in this period 

Аз a result, the American 
people are more deeply dis- 
turbed than ever about the 
course of the war in Asia. They 
see the Communists pushing a- 
head with vigor, only a short 
time after the U. S. public was 
assured that all was well.

What is Easter 


Eastér is the greatest festi- 
val of the Christian church and 
it commemorates the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ. It is not 
always held on the same date. 
The church council of Nicaea 
(A. D. 325) decided Easter 
should be celebrated on the 
first Sunday after the first full 
moon on or after the vernal 
equinox (March 21). 

In many churches, Easter is 
preceded by a season of pray- 
er and feasting called Lent. 
This is observed in memory of 
the forty days fast of Christ 
in the desert. In the Western 
church the Lenten season is 
from Ash Wednesday until 
the noon of Holy Saturday — 
the day before Easter. These 
six weeks and four days in- 
clude forty fasting days, since 
‘Sundays aren't fast days. In the 
Eastern churches, Lent extends 
over eight weeks, and they 
don't observe Saturdays аз 
fast days. 

Ash Wednesday gets its 
namie from the practice, mainly 
in the Roman Catholic church, 
‘of putting ashes on the fore- 
heads of the faithful. This is 

them that “man is 

and that he must do 
penance. The second Sunday 
before Easter is Passion Sun- 
day. The week following is now 
usually called Passion Week, 
although Passion Week origin- 
ally meant the week before 
Easter. Palm Sunday, one weck 
before Easter, celebrates the 
triumphant entry of Christ into 
Jerusalem. Holy Week begins 
jon this day. Holy Thursday, or 
|Maundy Thursday, is in mem- 
‘ory of the Last Supper of 
‘Christ with his disciples. Good 
Friday commemorates the 
‘Crucifixion. 

Many Easter customs come 
from the Old World. The white 
lily, the symbol of the Resur- 
rection, is the special Easter 
Tower. Colored eggs and ral 
bits have come from pagan an- 
Tiquity as symbols of new life,

been introduced in Washing-

Helpful Hints 


Q. 1 just love the new boun- 
cy hair styles, Can you tell me 
how to set my curly coifs 1 see 
jm the beauty magazines. 

А. One of the most popular 
hair styles today goes back to 
the days of Shirley Temple. 
You have probably seen her 
soft, fluffed ringlets in the old 
‘movies shown on television. To 
set this сой, perfect for med- 

‘jum-length hair and an oval, 
oblong, or long face, use med- 
jum size rollers and pincurs. 
Wind three rows of crown rol- 
Jers vertically across your head 
10 the left. Next, set the sides 
with two rollers turned your 
face. Three rows of rollers at 
the back of the head are then 
wound under to meet two rows 
‘of pincurls at the nape of the 
neck, When your hair is dry, 
flip the curls in place with 
your finger tips and gentle 
combing. For a less-curled look 
ideal for a pearshaped or ob- 
ong face, begin by parting 
your hair diagonally. Then 
‘wind front hair in medium-size 
rollers going diagonally away 
from the part on either size 
At each ear turn up one roller 
and top it with a pincurl to- 
ward your face. Crown and 
back hi rolled under on 
a slight diagonal until rollers 
cover your wholehead, exclud- 
ing the bottom, "which is set 
with crisscrossed bobbypins. 
When your hair is dry, brush 
it thoroughly to blend roller 
lines. Flip one size toward your 
face and make finger-tip curls

New Bill Concerns Florida 
Fruit And Vegetable Trade 


At the request of the Florida 
Fruit & Vegetable Association 
and on behalf of commodity 
groups adversely affected by 
foreign competition, Florida 
Congressmen А. Sydney Her- 
Jong, Jr. and Paul Rogers have 
introduced a bill into Congress 
entitled “The Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Market Sharing Act 
of 1968". Senator Spessard L. 
Holland has also introduced a 
companion bill. 

Joffre C. David, Orlando, 
general manager of the grow- 
ers organization, urges mil 
agricultural organizations to 
support this legislation and 
make their support known to 
all members of their Congres- 
Чопа! Delegations. 

We urgently request active 
support of these bills with a 
view to aiding not only the 
agri-business of our nation, but 
protecting the consumers’ wel- 
fare as well," David said. 

A main point of the Act 
states that access to the United 
States market for foreign- 

fresh fruits and veg- 
tables should be established on 
an equitable and orderly mar- 
Ket-sharing basis consistent with 
the maintenance of a strong 
‘and expanding U.S. production 
and designed to avoid the di 
ruption о! the domestic mar- 
ket and unemployment of do- 
mestic workers. 

The Act points out that the 
Agricultural Act of 1956 au- 
thorizing the Président to seek 
agreements with other coun- 
thes to timit exports has not 
been exercised in regard to 
fruits and vegetables. 

Since 196, eccording to the 
Act, imports vf fruits and 
vegetables have increased to tac 
point where they have disrup: 
ted the market for such com- 
modities in the U.S. 

This increase has been caus- 
ed in a lorge part by lower 
costs of production in other 
countries, especially by low 
rates of wages. Because of this, 
the Act reads, i; is practically 
certain that imports of fresh 
fruits and vegetables will con- 
inue to increase and further 
destroy the market for such 
commodities in the U.S. 

The Act authorizes the Pres-
